Tiers Baſſa. This Party brovght an account, that 
the Grand Vizier moved with buy Army (which was 
not near (o conſiderable as was given out ) ite 22 of 
the latt Month trom Adrianop'ie, and that the Batla of 
Paſſer 72> was gone to meet him. The ſame Le'ters 
add, tt:at the Count de Trautmanſcorf had received ade 
vice, that a great Body of Tartars lay ready in I. :c/14 
to jozn with Tecke/ey and the Turks, in order to 
ſome attempt upon Wijdin, or to make an Incurtion in- 
to Tranſylvania, And that Tecxeley had publiſhed a 
Declaration containing his claim to the Principality of 
Tranſylvama, which he had fent to the ſeveral Cities 
and Bourgs of that Country. We have an account 
from Moldavia, that the Sultan Ga'ga with his Hoids 
of Tartars was marched from Budz:ack, to make an 
incurſion into the Territories of Poland. There are 
arrived in Mofcovy Ambatſadors from Perſia to this 
Court and that of Poland, but the Czar will not allow 
them paſſage. X
